It 
would not be so bad if titles were 
granted only to those who deserve 
them and not to those who purchase 
them through one method or another.

SAVE THE HEARING 


The special senses of sight and 
hearing are our most precious physi- 
cal possessions, What we have to say 
is for the parents of young children, 
as it has to do with action early in 
life to save hearing for the later years, 


In order to save the hearing or to 
avoid deafness, We must proceed along 
the sound lines of preventing those 
conditions which are apt to lead to 
deafness. A common cause of deaf- 
ness is infection of the middle ear, 
which passes from the throat up the 
eustachian tube connecting the throat 
and the middle ear. The most com- 
mon type of such infection is the or- 
dinary head cold. 

Colds are more serious in children 
than in adults. The eustachian tube 
of the child, as compared to that of 
the adult, is short, straight and wide. 
Obviously, this renders infection of 
the middle ear, via the eustachian 
tube, much more likely, and 80 in- 
creases the chances of damage to the 
hearing apparatus which often follows 
middle ear infection. 


Catarrh means a chronic inflama- 
tion. A frequent cause of nasal cat- 
arrh is the deformity of the septum 
which divides the nose into two parts. 
We are told that the septum is not in- 
frequently put out of its proper place 
by falls on the face which occur when 
the child is learning to walk. 


A great deal has been written and 
said about tonsils and adenoids. We 
do not suggest that all tonsils should 
be removed, but when they are found 
to be diseased, there is no doubt but 
that they should come out. Adenoids 
should be removed. The decision as 
to the need for removal in any parti- 
cular child should be made by the 
doctor who examines the child and so 
knows the actual condition of the nose 
and throat. é 

Where adenoids interfere with the 
breathing, or when either tonsils or 
adenoids are part of a general cat- 
arrhal condition of the nose and throat 
they play an important part in bring- 
ing about loss of hearing. The same 
may be said of the improperly-balanc- 
ed diet or the particular article of diet 
which causes the stuffed-up nose, In 
such cases, attention to the diet is in- 


| dicated. 


To sum up, we would say that, in 
order to preserve hearing, it is essen- 


| tial that, during the earlier years of 


life, attentiomr be given to the preven- 
tion of infectious, such as the common 
cold and the ordinary communicable 
diseases, or, if they do occur, their 
prompt and proper treatment. Falls 
and blows on the face should not be 
the diet, tonsils and 
adenoids should receive consideration. 
There are other reasons for attending 
to these conditions, but not the least 
important has to do with the preser- 
vation of the sense of hearing.

N. T, Macleod explains that this was 
not quite correct, as the price in 
pound packages was then $5.10; and 
$2.90 each, or $5.80 per pound. in half- 
pound packages. Being at one time 
out of the pound packages they let 
ha!f-pound packages substitute at the 
pound rate. This season's supply 
comes at lower prices, the half-pound 
packages costing $2.45 each and the 
pound packages $4.25. Postage from 
Lethbridge is additional.

Alaska Versus Other Early Oats 


How does Alaska oais compare with 
Victory or Banner up here for yield 
and earliness, and is it a registered 
strain? Have you any to sell?—A. W. 
H., Peace River, Alta. 

Ans.: We have comparable results of 
the performance of Alaska in compari- 
son with Banner and Victory for seven 
years, In that time Alaska, has ma- 
tured about two weeks ahead of either 
Banner or Victory, but yielded around 
25 bushels less. The increased earli- 
ness of Alaska was secured only by a 
large sacrifice in yield. The hull of 
Alaska is comparatively thin and 
often a considerable percentage of 
kernels are hulled at threshing, which 
fact lowers the value of the sample 


when sold. Only under peculiar cir- 
cumstances would we venture to 
recommend Alaska. There are at 
present several varieties available 


which are superior to it, for instance 
White Cross and Legacy. We are not 
aware of any registered seed for sale 
of Alaska in western Canada, Some 
can be secured in the East.

Date and Depth of Potato Planting 

How early should potatoes be 
planted and how deep for best re- 
sults?—H. E., Belloy, Alta, 

Ans.: Experiments at Beaverlodge 
have, on the average, favored planting 
about the first of May, where non- 
sprouted sets were used. A good deal 
depends upon the variety, upon the 
season and upon the method of seed 
treatment. Sometimes largest yields 
have been obtained from April plant- 
ing. Again, in certain cold, back- 
ward seasons the potatoes make 4s 
good or greater headway if brought 
up out of the cellar in May and per- 
mitted to form green sprouts, When 
this method is followed as good re- 
sults are sometimes obtained from 
mid-May or late-May planting of 
sprouted sets as from earlier planting 
of seed that has not been sprouted, 
Sprouting and early planting are par- 
ticularly important with the late- 
maturing varieties. Occasionally the 
early ones if planted too soon reach 
the ing stage nefore the best 
growing weather arrives, When that 
is the case very early planting of 
precocious sorts may not give the big- 
gest yields, but with the later ones it 
is important to adopt means which 
will forward developinent as much as 
possible. 

On farma where fan frosts ave long 
warded off early planting is not #0 
necessary and ia wometimes undesir- 
able. 

Deep planting retards sprouting and 
early growth, Shallow planting rather 
increases the tendency ww sunburn 
and to injury by autumn frosts be~ 
fore digging. So far as yield alone is 
concerned quite shallow planting 
usually gives best results, except 
sometimes in the case of the very

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SUPPLYING BRITISH MARKET 
ome 

The stéady job of providing food for 
the British market depends upon sup- 
p.ying that mafket with what it re- 
quires and a regular supply of quality 
products, Dr. J. B. Lattimer, Professor 
of Agricultaral Economy at Macdon- 
ald College, points out. Where Can- 
ada has falien down in the past, he 
says, is probably not so much in the 
matter of Quality, although there is 
still room for improvement, but more 
particularly in the lack of a regular 
supply. For & country producing a 
aurpl.e Or farm products, it is a source 
of satisfaction to remember that there 
is stil) available a market which 
spends daily around five million dol- 
lars on imported food, 


HENHOUSE VENTILATION 


The removal of moisture is a major 
problem in poultry houses, says the 
Journal of Agricultural Research. 
Poultry have no sweat glands, but 
they give off relatively large amounts 
of vapour in respiration and through 
the skin. It Was found at the Ne- 
braska experimental station that max- 
imum egg production was obtained 
when temperatures were not permitted 
to fluctuate widely. A henhouse tem- 
perature at 50 degrees F. is too high 
to be maintained on most farms in 
heat, Hence, 
a lower temperature held uniformly 
would be desirable. Increasing num- 
bers of poultrymen have had success 
with artificial heat properly regulat- 
ed, but failure has commonly resulted 
when temperatures were allowed to go 
too high or to fluctuate widely. 


AGRICULTURAL TRAINING BY 
CARAVAN GIVEN IN FRANCE 


Somewhat after the style of the 
travelling railway schoolroom of Nor- 
thern Canada, a school of five cara- 
vans has been instituted by the 
Chamber of Agriculture of the depart- 
ment of Isere (France) to travel to 
the smallest villages to give instruc- 
tion in agriculture and household 
management. The caravans are join- 
ed two by two to make the classroom 
and the kitchen with dining room. 
The fifth caravan serves as the lodg- 
ing for the teaching staff. When the 
camp is pitched, a fowl! house, a rab- 
bit hutch, and a water cask are set 
up in an improvised yard. Lessons are 
given from 9 a.m, to 4 p.m. The car- 
avans are centrally heated, and equip- 
ped with refrigerating plant, picture 
show and wireless apparatus. 


COL.ORADOS STICK TO POTATOES 


The idea that petunias might be of 
great value In the control of the Col- 
orado potato beetle in potato planta- 
tions in Canada is of little or no prac- 
tical significance, according to the 
Entomological Branch of the Domi- 
nion Department of Agriculture. Dur- 
ing recent weeks widespread news- | 
paper notice has been given to the 
idea that potato beetles prefer petu- 
nias to potatoes, that petunia foliage 
was poisonous to potato beetles, and 
finally that potato beetle control 
could be affected by planting a suit- 
able number of petunias in potato 
fields or patches. By this manoeuvre 
it is suggested that beetles would be 
attracted to the petunias and after 
feeding on them would perish. 

The original reported observations 
were made in France and to date, as 
far as is known, are without scientific 
confirmation. Definite entomological 
information available in France quite 
clearly controverts the idea, and even 
when the beetles did eat small quan- 
tities of petunia foliage they did not 
die. This definite information is in 
harmony with the complete absence of 
any observed preference for petunias 
by these beetles during the many 
years of investigation of this insect in 
Canada and upon the North American 
continent in general, 


MADE IN CANADA 


A firm of agricultural implement 
manufacturers, having heard that a 
certain machine of their manufacture 
had done very many years service on 
a certain. farm, approached the owner 
to see if he were prepared to part 
with it to another farmer who re- 
quired a second-hand machine. The} 
answer was: “In reply to your letter 
re my drill, I have no wish to sell at 
present, as it has been in use only for 
76 years and I would like to keep it 
until half worn out at least.” 


FRENCH METHOD OF THE 
PEST-BIRD EXTIRPATION 


Perhaps some suggestion as to the 
effective control of the pest of star- 
lings in the fruit-growing districts of 
Canada may be obtained from the 
latest decree, issued last August, in 
the French zone of Morocco with re- 
gard to the destruction of sparrows. 
The decree orders that all farmers, 
settlers, tenants, managers, adminis- 
trators, land companies, municipali- 
ties, in short, all and every occupying 


or exploiting in any capaeity property 
on which are found nests of the com- 
mon sparrow and of the Spanish spar- 
row are required, between March 1) 
and June 30 each year, to destroy any 
nests, eges, and young of the birds 
mentioned. 


Further, the persons specified are 
required during the whole year to de- | 
stroy any adult sparrows and more | 
particularly any flocks residing on) 
their land. In weeds and forests, | 
however, it is obligatery to carry out 
these measures only to @ depth of 80 
metres. But that is not all, The 
local authorities may in agreement 
with the regional inspector of plant 
protection prescribe any measures ne- | 
cessary for the application of the de- | 
eree, and more particularly the de-| 
struction of wild plants, other than 
trees, capable of favouring the nesting 
of sparrows. The destruction of such 
plants may be ordered when the plants) 
in question are situated within forest 
boundaries. When the destruction) 
applies to woody plants, the opinion of | 
the Director General of Public Work» 
and of the Director of Waters and 
Forests must be previously obtained,

MEAT CURING MATERIALS 
The principal ingredient of all mix- 
tures for curing meats is salt, gays 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, Meats can be successfully 
cured with salt alone, but not without 
it. Saltpetre constitutes a part of 
most mixtures for curing meats. The 
specific effects of saltpetre are to ex- 
tract the blood quickly; to impart a 
bright red color to the lean meat; to 
give firmness to the meat, and to 
neutralize unpleasant flavors, A too 
liberal allowance of saltpetre makes 
the meat dry and hard, Sugar, par- 
ticularly when applied in conjunction 
with heat, has strong preservative 
powers; when applied cold, it is used 
to secure a desired flavor. Pepper is 
used by many in curing meats, but it| 
is employed more to secure a particu- 
lar flavor than for its preserving 
properties, Smoke has preserving | 
properties, but like sugar and pepper | 
it is employed chiefly to secure a de- 


sired flavor. 
PURE FOOD GUARANTEE 
For years Canadian meat products 
have held an enviable place in the 


markets of Great Britain, in the other 


countries of Europe, and, indeed, ‘in 
all countries of the world, In order 
to maintain these Canadian high 
standards, the Dominion government 
established an inspection service, 
mainly through the Department of 
Agriculture, consisting of a staff of 
veterinary inspectors specially trained | 


for the purpose of inspecting and 
grading live stock and packing-house 
products, The government stamp, 
“Canada Approved” is the guarantee 
of pure food, 


VALUE OF AGRICULTURAL 
PRODUCTION, ALBERTA 1932-33 


EDMONTON, March 12, 1934.—The 
preliminary estimate of the value of 
agricultural production in 1933, to- 
gether with the revised statement of 
the value of agricultural production in 
1932, is published herewith, These 
statements are compiled in co-opera- 
tion with the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, and are based also on re- 
turns received by the Alberta De- 
artment of Agriculture. The figures 
= acreages of the various crops are 
made up on the basis of the annual 
June survey conducted jointly by the 
provincial and Dominion bureaus of 
statistics, 

It should be noted that the state- 
ments ar merely estimates of the net 
farm value of all products of the 
farm, whether marketed as cash 
crops or not, and are based on cur- 
rent or average prices for the commo- 
dities during the period of the market- 
ing season, 

The preliminary estimate of the to- 
tal value of production for the 1933 
season is placed at $113,275,958, as 
compared \with the finally revised es- 
timate of $131,452,626 for the season 
of 1982. The value of field crops in 
1933 is estimated at $52,199,000 as 
compared with $71,595,180 in 1982, 
the reduction being largely accounted 
for by the heavy reduction in produc- 
tion of wheat, the preliminary estim- 
ate for 1938 being 94,500,000 bushels, 
as compared with a revised estimate 
of 170,000,000 bushels for 1932, an in- 
crease from the first estimate of 164,- 
000,000 bushels. 

There was a substantial increase in 
value of dairy products in 1933 
over the previous year, due not only 
to a slightly higher price level, but 
also to a new high record of creamery 
butter production, The value of the 
dairy products in 1933 is placed at 
$12,725,000 compared with $11,850,000 
1932. 

Value of animals slaughtered and 
sold in 1933 is placed at $20,767,325 |

Zoologist Makes Tail of Tadpole 
Grow on Salamanders 


Success in making frog, tadpole 
tails grow on the bodies of young 
salamanders (distant zoological cous- 
ins of the frog) was recently reported 
by Eli D. Godsmith, of Harvard Uni- 
versity, to the American Society of 
Zoologists. 
the frog embryos while they were very 
young, he said, and planted almost 
anywhere on the salamander larvae. 
There they grew until the gills of the 
salamanders began to disappear, a 
sign of approaching maturity. The 
tadpole tails then decreased in size 
and ultimately vanished, just as they 
do on maturing frogs. 

Flesh eaters, like the coyote, bobcat 
and other mammals, and a wide varie- 
ty of hawks and owls, feed quite re- 
gularly on jack rabbit, and under nor- 
mal conditions help to prevent over- 
population.

Preservation or Conservation of 
Wild Life 


Few of you who read this have seen 
many of you were yet unborn when 


the flocks of wild or passenger pigeons | 


were in their glory They were a 


beautiful and harmless bird, in such | 


countless millions that you would have 
said that if all the men in all the 


world were hunters those flocks of | 


birds could never be destroyed, What 
happened? No protection. Over fifty 
years ago they were extinct Not a 
known specimen in the world today. 
When men,--or what we call men 
start out to destroy they senerally 
make a job of it, 

The pigeons were hunted on their 
feeding grounds, hunted on their 
roosting erounds, but the biggest 
slaughter was at their nesting 
grounds They were also trapped in 
nets like fish nets at what were called 
salt-licks, Where they came in thous- 
ands to eat salt, These nets were 
placed rolled or folded by the side of 
a spring or salt-lick, held down by | 
springs till enough birds were at the 
lick, when the net was sprung by a 
man in hiding by pulling a string con- 
nected to the net, which flew up and} 
over the birds, Sometimes, if too 
many were caught at onee, they flew 
away with the net 

In Forest County, Pennsylvania, in 
ISS], the writer saw the wreck of 
hundreds, perhaps thousands of acres 
of finest white pine and hemlock saw | 
timber rotting on the ground, where 
it had been slashed to get the young 
pigeon squabs, fifty to one hundred 
nests to a tree, Gruesome velic of wha 
had been a pigeon nesting ground 
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not less than 150,000 acres, of which 
100,000 acres were occupied with nesta. 

Professional pigeon hunters were 
there from New York, Wiséonsin, 
Michigan, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Towa, Virginia, Ohio, Texas, Milinota, 
Maine, Minnesota and Missouri. Be- 
sides the slaughter of timber with the 
axe, nets were used trom 16 to 28 feet 
in width and in length from 24 to 36 
feet, The highest cateh at one spring- 
ing of the net was 132 dozen birds. 
The average would be around 80 
dozen and the nets could be aprung 
from three to five times per day. 

The first shipment of pigeons from 
Petoskey was on March 22 and the 
last on August 12, Average shipment 
of the entire season was 25 barrels 
per day, or a total of 1,500,000 dead 
birds, Of live birds there were shipped 
1,116 erates, six dozen per crate, or 
80,350. These were rail shipments 
only and as many more went by 
steamer from Petoskey, Cheboygan 
and other ports, Verily, when what 
we call man starts out to do a thing 
he makes a job of it.

Writing with a keen appreciation of 
the beauties of Canada, Vernon Quinn 
covers the entire Dominion from Nova 
Scotia and Prince Edward Island to 
British Columbia, the Yukon, and the 
North West Territories.

The 
Great Spirit made another mud man, 
and this one he cooked too long, until 
it had burned black; its descendants 
were negroes. Once more the Great 
Spirit tried, and this time the man 
was richly browned, just as he ought 
to be; and from this one the Indians 
descended.”

Death Suddenly 
Calls T. W. Hill | 
Of Rio Grande 


The sudden death of T. W. Hill of 
Rie Grande last Friday afternoon, 
March 16. came as a great shock to 
his many friends throughout the dis- | 
trict 


The tate Mr. Hill was born at 
Mitchell, Ontario, in 1865. He came 
west in 1905. and lived almost con- 


tinuously south of Edmonton till 1917, 
when he came to the Grande Prairie 
country and homesteaded = at Rio 
Grande, where, together with his 
brother Albert, he has lived ever since 
and by hard work and good farming 
prospered. 

Mr. Hill was an ardent supporter of 
all efforts to advance the welfare of 
the north country. He was a mem- 
ber of Lake Saskatoon, 106, A. F. & 
A. M.. and also a charter member of 
Haleourt L. O L.. under whose 
auspices the funeral took place 

It was mainly due to his untiring 
efforts that Halcourt L. O. L. was 
instituted on February 27, 1924, and 
when Halcourt Orange Lodge Hall 
was built (begun April 14, 1924), he 
was the one chosen by the Orange
